1. The Name of the scheme will be ‘'Gramin Vikas Sahitya 
Puraskar" 

Organiser 

2. Ministry of Rural Development, Krishi Bhavan, 
New Delhi. 

Nature of the Puraskar 

3. First Prize of Rs. 25,000/-, Second Prize of Rs. 20,000/- 
and third Prize of Rs. 15,000/- will be given once in two 
years for writing excellent books originally in Hindi on the 
following subjects related to the Ministry of Rural 
Development 

1. National Rural En^loyment Guarantee Scheme (NREGA) 

2. Pradhan Mantri Gram Sadak Yojana (PMGSY) 

3. Provision of Urban Amenities in Rural Areas 

4. Empowerment of Women 

5. Drought Prone Areas Programme (DPAP) 

6. Desert Development Programme (DDP) 

7. Rural Water Supply and Sanitation Programme 
Objectives 

4. The Scheme aims at promoting Indian Authors to write 
excellent books in Hindi on the above subjects related to 
the Ministry of Rural Development. 

Excellent books written originally in Hindi whether 
available in published form or in manuscript will be 
considered for the prizes. 

Authority 

5. Selection of authors for prizes will be the right of the 
Ministry of Rural Development and Ministry's decision in 
this regard will be final and binding. 

Eligibility 

6. The prizes are meant for Indian Authors including die 
editors who have edited the books written by more than one 
author/and who themselves have contributed considerably, 
besides giving editorial introductions therein. For these 
prizes, published books and manuscripts which the author 
intends to get published, can be sent for consideration 
provided that they are written originaly in Hindi and do not 
violate the copyright laws. 


I. Evaluation of die authors will be done on the basis of 
merit of the original contribution reflected in the books/ 
manuscripts sent by them. 

8. A notice inviting books for the prizes will be published 
by the Ministry of Rural Development in all leading Hindi 
and English Newspapers. The Ministry can also include any 
book(s) for prizes on its own behalf 

9. Authors will be required to send five copies of their 
books/manuscripts along with an application in the 
prescribed format so as to reach Joint Director (OL), Ministry 
of Rural Development, Krishi Bhavan, New Delhi by the last 
prescribed date in the advertisement. Copies of the books/ 
manuscripts will not be returned to the authors. 

10. If an entry has already got any prize/award under any 
scheme, it should be clearly mentioned in the application. 

II. Authors can send in as many entries as they desire 
but in the two years period under consideration one author 
will not be given more than one prize. 

12. If the books/manuscripts selected for prize happen to 
be written by more than one author, die amount of the prizes 
will be distributed equitably among the co-authors. 

13. If in the two years period under consideration no 
book/manuscript is considered to be worth giving a prize, 
the Ministry will not announce the prizes for that period. 

14. The Ministry of Rural Development will fix a suitable 
date and time for the distribution of the prizes and the prize 
winning authors will be informed of this well in advance. 

15. The prizes will be given on the occasion of an 
especially organized function or on some other suitable 
occasion. 

Evaluation Committee 

16. There will be an Evaluation Committee to select books 
for prize under this Puraskar Scheme. 

General 

17. The copyright of the authors of published books 
xrader consideration for prizes will remain intact. 

18. Translated books will not be considered for prizes. 

19. If an unpublished book is selected for prize, the 
amount of prize will be given to the author only after he/she 
gets that book published without taking any assistance 
from Central Govemment/State Government or any 
Instidition/Organization assisted by Government. 

20. These books/manuscripts on Rural Development and 
economic aspects of our villages should at least be of a 
graduate level. The book should have a minimum of 100 or 
more published pages in 20x30/16" size. Stories, dramas, 
songs and collection of poems related to rural life etc. are 
not eligible under this scheme. 

21. The decision of the Ministry of Rural Development 
in respect of the issues related to the Puraskar Scheme will 
be final and no correspondence in this regard will be 
entertained.
